CHICAGO. Dec. 17.— Late yester­ 
day afternoon, in the Pullm an hear­ 
sing, Dean gave further details of the 
operation of cars. He said the cars 
cost $16,000 apiece and earn on an 
average of $7,500 a year. The oper­ 
ating expenses on each car, he said, 
would run about $5,000 a year. W it­ 
ness was immediately asked how he

$1,600 and the statem ent of Gener­ 
al Superintendent Underwood of the
